September 36th, kj 1 7. the eend n 
nial year of tbe founding of tin 
public school for the deal on Ann n 
can soil, by bis father of bl< 
memory, Thomas Hopkins Oal 
dit. We feel deeply tbe loss of a 



stanch and inllueutial friend, and a 
great and earnest educator. His 
power to interpret tbe inner life of 
the deaf, bis sympathy with their 
aspirations, his faith in their capa- 
city of higher education, brought 
forth for their benefit a college at 
the National Capital in 1864, and 
tor forty-six years he presided over 
its destinies with such wisdom and 
success, that not only the world has 
been convinced of its value and use- 
fulness, but also its existence has 
been justified. Kndowed with a 
keen sense of justice and possessed 
of a clear and rare insight into the 
educational needs of tbe deaf, be 
consecrated bis skill, strength, and 
courage, to tbe cause of that system 
of instruction which provides for tbe 
deal equality of opportunity and 
protection for their development of 
mind and spirit in accordance with 
their individual aptitudes — the Coni- 
I lined System. For such a friend 
and leader it is our privilege always 
to be grateful, and to bold his 
memory in sacred reverence. 

WHERSAS, Much harm is done to 
the cause of the deaf, especially in 
theii education, by misleading state- 
ments constantly made by enthusiasts 
of one method and another, arousing 

false hopes in the mind's of parent! 

of deaf children; and, 

WhBRBAS, The medical profes- 
sion Is being exploited by one of its' 
members in the interests of props 
ganda for the oral method; and, 

WHBRBAS, We believe our practi 
al experience in life after leaving 
■chool, in actual contact with the 
of the world as breadwinners, 
qualifies us to speak with authority 
and confidence as to which method 
01 methods best lits the deal to over- 
come their handicap, and as repre- 
senting the 60,000 deaf men and 
women of this country, we ask the 
earnest attention of all unbiased 
people to the following declaration 
of principles : 

that every deaf child

We believe that the oral method 
alone does not give every child this 
chance and that the method best 
adapted to the purpose of the child's 

alt-round education should be em- 
ployed 

We believe that there is much 
good in the oral method, but that it 
is misused to the detriment of many 
children and that the manual 
method is not given a fair chance. 

We believe that the moral, social 
and religious Welfare of tbe deaf is 
best promoted by the system of in- 
struction which recognizes and 
makes judicious use of the cultural 
value of the language of conventional 
signs ; that to fully enjoy the bene- 
• I social, intellectual and com 
muual gatherings tbe sign language 
is essential. 

We believe, theiefore, that these 
ends can all be secured through the 
Combined System of instruction, 
which includes all methods and 
adapts each to the individual re- 
quirements of the child. 

We believe in compulsory educa- 
tion of the deaf. 

We believe that method by law is 
wrong in principle, unjust In its 1 
edition, is un-American and de- 
prives the deaf child of bis birth- 
right. 

We believe that all schools should 
be classed wilh educational institu- 
tion only. 

We believe that schools for the 
deaf should place theii industrial de- 
pal tnicllts on the same plane as their 

literary departments, and maintain s 
hlgbei standard in this department 
of the school than has usually been 

done.

Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf in Convention 
assembled depreciate the attempt of 
Dr. Max Goldstein, of St. Louis, to 
use the education of the deaf for his 
own personal benefit ; the deaf 
should be delivered from such 
questionable friends as threaten to 
harm rather than improve the 
education of deaf children at 
school. 

Wiirkbas. The preliminary edu- 
cation of deaf children is being neg- 
lected through various causes; 

Resolved, That we favor the enact- 
ment of uniform State legislation 
requiring all doctors and practition- 
ers to report to the State Boards of 
Education each and every case of 
deafness among children, sixteen 
years and under, met with in the 
course of their practice. 

Wiikkkas, There is a frequent 
disposition among executive boards 
of State Schools for the Deaf to ap- 
point at their heads men without any 
former knowledge of the special work 
done therein; 

Resolved, That we commend the 
Hoards of Education of the Iowa 
sod of the Kansas Schools for their 
wisdom in not going outside of the 
profession in the recent appointment 
of their respective superintendents, 
but selecting men well trained for 
tbe work, and express the hope that 
their example will be followed by 
other State boards and that only 
nun qualified by experience in tbe 
work with the deaf will be placed at 
,the head of such schools. v^ 

^Resolved, That we place on record 
our appreciation of the services in 
the cause of the deaf and ex pi ess 
our di sc of loss in the 

of: Mr. Enoch H. Currier, of New 
York; Hon. Henry W. Rothert, of 
Iowa; Mr. Frank Read, of North 
Dakota; Mr. R. E. Stewart, of Ne- 
braska; Mr L. W. Milligan, of Cali- 
fornia, and Dr. Howard McDermid, 
of Manitoba. We feci that in the 
loss of these men the deaf have suf- 
fered a distinct loss. liver working 
for the welfare of the deaf, ever 
ready to lend them a helping hand, 
and staunchly supporting the Com- 
bined System, they deserve the last- 
ing gratitude of the deaf. 

Resolved, That in order to express 
our appreciation of the life and labors 
of our fellow deaf workers who have 
passed beyond, we place upon our 
records the following minutes: 

Dr. Amos O. Draper was a mem- 
ber of this Association of long stand- 
ing. He was prominent as an edu- 
cator. He rendered efficient service 
as treasurer of the Oallaudet Memo- 
rial bund. In many ways he was 
a faithful worker in the cause of the 
deaf. 

Mr. Anson R. Spear was the ori- 
ginator and promoter of the Labor 
Bureau of the Deaf in Minnesota. 
He lived to see his idea in success- 
ful operation in his home state and 
caused a bill along the same lines to 
be introduced in Congress, where it 
is still pending. He founded and 
was for several years superintendent 
of the North Dakota School for the 
Deaf. 

The Rev. B. R. Allabough was a 
most useful life member — able, will- 
ing, efficient and self-sacrificing, 
whether in the ranks or in positions 
of responsibility and trust. 

Francis Maginn, of Belfast, while 
not an American, received bis higher 
education at Gallaudet College and 
was well known here. He was 
kindly, aggressive, indefatigable, 
irrepressible, and an uplifting and 
piogressive force in his community, 
lb died a martyr to duty. 

France has lost Ernest Dusuzeau, 
learned, distinguished and honored. 
He is remembered by Americans as 
president of the first World's Con- 
of the deaf held in Paris in 
1889, 

Pilot, a gentleman of great intel- 
lectual abilities and one of the lead- 
ing deaf men of France, who has 
done much for the welfare of bis 
deaf countrymen, will be remember- 
ed by Americans as one of the dele- 
gates from PrtttCe to the Centennial 
Celebration at Hartford, in 1917. 



Wiikki as, Statistics and observa- 
tions have shown that tbe liability 
to deaf offspring is increased to a 
marked extent by (1) the inter- 
in. utiage of the congeuitally deaf, 
and by ( I ) the marriage of tbe con- 
genitallv deaf into families having 
deaf relatives. 



Resolved, That the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf go on record as 
viewing such marriages with dis- 
approval and earnestly urge the deaf 
to avoid such union if possible. 

Resolved, That we commend the 
giving of financial assistance to the 
graduates of schools for the deaf to 
enable them to secure a higher edu- 
cation at Gallaudet College, and ex- 
press the hope that other States will 
follow their example and help their 
graduates to a college education in 
this or some other higher institution 
of learning. 

Resolved, That we commend the 
•' Iowa Idea" of the Parents Associa- 
tion and the State Association of the 
Deaf working in harmony together 
with the State Board of Education 
and the school authorities, for the bet- 
terment of the State School. We be- 
lieve the best interests of the school 
and all concerned are best served 
when all its friends work together 
in such a spirit of harmony and 
goodwill. 

WitKRBAS, Local Branches have 
proven one of the best means of at- 
tracting new members to the As- 
sociation ; 

Resolved, That the organizing of 
such branches be encouraged in all 
the cities where it is practicable. 

Whbrras, There are quack 
doctors and other practitioners, 
who, by advertising and other 
means, claim that they can restore 
the hearing and speech of deaf- 
mutes ; 

Resolved, That members of the 
Association, who discover such 
quacks, make an effort to bring 
about an investigation of such 
claims and report the results to the 
president of the N. A. D. , who will 
take such action as is deemed neces 
sary. 

Resolved, That we express our 
strong, condemnation of any one 
using his or her deafness for solicit- 
ing financial aid, in the way of 
peddling alphabet cards and other 
useless articles that do not give re- 
turn for value received. They 
should be classed in the same 
category as impostors, which the 
Association is combating, and re- 
ported to the Impostor Bureau. 

Resolved, That to Superintendent 
J. W. Jones, of the Ohio State 
School for the Deaf, we take plea- 
sure in according our appreciation 
and commendation of tbe stand he 
took in the matter of teaching 
methods in his President's Address 
at the recent Conference of Super- 
intendents and Principals, and of his 
timely and notable defense of the 
manual method as a medium of ex- 
pression, and of its place in the 
education and life of the deaf, at the 
recent meeting of the American As- 
sociation for the Promotion of the 
Teaching of Speech to the Deaf at 
Mount Airy. We all recall with in- 
terest and gratefulness the courage 
and spirit of fair play with which he 
successfully met attempts made 
upon the sign-language as a factor 
in education, at the meeting of the 
American Association in Chicago, 
and at the meeting of the Conven- 
tion of American Instructors of the 
Deaf in Delavan. 

Resolved, That in the retirements 
• >f l»r Edward Allen Fay as editor 
of the American Annals of the Deaf, 
we cannot give sufficient expression 
to our regret at the loss of his 
valuable service. For over fifty 
years he tilled the position with dis- 
tinguished literary ability and ad- 
mirably correct judgment on all 
matters pertaining to the Deaf. 

Resolved, That thanks be extend- 
ed t lie following: The deaf of De- 
troit and Michiga". and especially 
to the Local Committee, for their 
faithful and self sacrificing labors in 
pupating and providing for such 
generous entertainment for the 
members of our Association and 
careful preparations for our meeting, 
which have made this convention 
the most pleasant aI 'd successful in 
our history ; the officers, especially 
the president, the secretary and the 
tieasurer, for the faithful and con- 
scientious performance of their 
onerous duties to the great edifica- 
tion of the Ion itself and its 
members . the various standing and 
special committees for their valuable 
help and cooperation ; the speakers 
and the interpieters for their 
generous services. 

Resolved, That tbe thanks of the 
Association are extended to the 



Dbaf-Mutes' Journal, the Silent 
Worker, The Frat, and the Jewish 
Deaf, for the services they have 
rendered in giving publicity to the 
affairs of the Association, boosting 
for the Convention, and for giving 
the use of their columns for the dis- 
cussion of matters of general in- 
terest to its members. And also to 
the members of " The Little Paper 
Family " for printing notices and 
announcements of the Associa- 
tion. 

Resolved, That we condemn in 
the strongest terms the attitude as- 
sumed by Mr. Frank W. Booth in 
bis public declaration, at the recent 
joint convention of teachers at Mt. 
Airy, that " the sign language is a 
weed language and should be 
eradicated ;" and that we consider 
anyone who seeks to deprive the 
deaf of the language of signs an 
enemy to their interests and happi- 
ness. 

Resolved, That we appreciate and 
approve the action of the Depart- 
ment of Public- Welfare of Illinois 
in sending its social service field 
worker, Miss Grace K. Hasenstab to 
the N. A. D. convention for mutual 
enlightenment on social service 
affecting the deaf. 

Resolved, That we endorse the N. 
F. S. I). as an organization deserv- 
ing of the support of the deaf, and 
that we endorse the bureau as a 
good example for other States to 
follow. 

Mr. Frank P. Gibson uiged mem- 
bers lo go to Atlanta next year, and 
attend the meeting of tbo N P. s. D. 

Mr. Paoh asked that a collection 
he taken up in tbe interest of a 
little deaf orphan girl, who has 
adopted by Mr. an 1 Mrs. Eiekhoff, 
of Michigan. Foityflve dollars was 
collected.

No one who attended the conven- 
tion of tbe National Association of 
the Deaf at Detroit, will dispute the 
statement that in the aggregate 
number of delegates, the fine attend- 
ance at each session, the well-con- 
ducted proceedings, and the scope of 
its deliberations in the cause of the 
welfare of the deaf, it excelled any 
gathering of like character ever held 
in the United States. 

To the wide-awake, hustling, pro- 
gressive deaf of " Dynamic Detroit," 
aud of Flint and other cities of 
Michigan, the major portion of the 
honor belongs. For without their 
attention to the preliminary arrange- 
ments, without their wholesome, 
hearty invitation, without the hos- 
pitality offered and insured by the 
magnificent fund collected for the 
entertainment features, the attend- 
ance would have been curtailed and 
the beneficial results markedly modi- 
fied. They worked with brain and 
heart and hand for two long years, 
with unabated zeal and enthusiasm, 
and the deaf of every State repre- 
sented will always entertain for their 
Michigian brethren the highest re- 
gard and the most profound admira- 
tion.

a r'ew Recollections of llM Haal — 
Brought I |> lo Heoent Happenings. 



. While away on a visit to New 
York I heard of the death here In 
Rome of Mr Fred Stryker, an old 
pupil of Fanwood, also of my hue 
ban/1 in the High Class. He is one 
out of the many that I can recall 
most vividly from out of those 
younger years, but have not seen 
for a long time. He was bright and 
active and learned (piickly and easi- 
ly, also was a favorite of Mr. Jen- 
kins. He had Iris faults, as he was 
human, but I can recall no glaring 
ones. He remembered his old teach- 
er with gratitude, and his wife once 
told us he treasured his photograph 
as one of his dearest possessions. It 
was a real sorrow I had not heard of 
his being in the hospital near us, 
and so had no chance to visit him in 
his last earthly days or attend the 
the funeral. 

Both he and his wife had -family 
connections in Rome. 

Monday's New Vork Times (Au- 
gust 2d) gave a brief paragraph to 
the killing of Miss Emms Reed on 
Staten [stand, her home, by a pass 
ing automobile car, that knocked her 
down while she was trying to avoid 
another coming in the opposite direc- 
tion. She died instantly. In the 
early seventies she was a pupil of 
mine, and a mighty nice girl, who 
after my marriage sent me small 
tokens from time to time. Yet there 
were in those days teachers who 
Complained the deaf were not grate- 
ful. The young cannot be expected 
to be great judges of character, or 
fully appreciate the advantages 
given them in good schools for the 
deaf, but when they go out into the 
world and meet drawbacks, also im- 
patience and sometimes unkindness, 
they glance back on their school 
days (which some of them so foolish- 
ly wished were over before their 
terms expired), and the truth dawns 
on them that these same old teachers 
were their best friends. 

Dr. Gallaudet, of Washington, 
once said the adult deaf were the 
keenest critics he ever knew. They 
could read a person's character — 
pick out their faults, also good points 
and pecuHarities, with unfailing ac- 
curacy, but did not always do justice 
to their motives — or read them 
aright. But hearing children are as 
unfair till they get worldly wisdom. 
However, I started to bring up a few 
memories and not preach. 

An uncle of my husband's was a 
clergyman in Roxbury, Mass., for 
fifty years, and all spent in the same 
church. The other day, while going 
over some of his writings, I fin/1 the 
following: "There have been six 
deaf-mute members of this church 
and valued members they were. 
One of them admitted, on confession 
of her faith, was a woman of culture. 
In her last sickness I placed this 
verse from the Bible before her eyes, 
' My flesh and heart faileth, but 
God is the strength of my heart and 
my rxn-tion forever.' With feeble 
hand she wrote underneath, ' Very 
beautiful; I, too, find it true.' " This 
was Mrs Caroline F, I,ynde -her 
husband (both former pupils of tbe 
Hartford School for the Deaf) out- 
lived her several years, and I met 
him occasionally. 

Mrs. I Y ynde I met only once, as a 
child in .Schenectady, where she 
came to see her sister, the wife of a 
Professor in Union College. Rev. 
Dr. Thompson once visited the New 
York Washington Heights School, 
and was very appreciative of all he 
saw aud the provisions made for the 
comfort of l>oth teachers and pupils. 
Afterwards he said to his nephew, 
Mr. Jenkins, " In my travels 
through India, the nearest I saw to 
this was a fine hospital in Benares 
<\ think) for sick cows." The 
difference between Christianity and 
paganism. It is true that there Is 
now a school for the deaf under a 
Brahmin bead in Calcutta, but it is 
obviously an indirect result of 
Christian Missions, although not 
under Christian management. 
Many will remember the cultured 
gentleman, who came to United 
.States to visit the leading schools in 
the nineties and learn our methods. 
These incidents and notes may in- 
terest only the older graduates of 
the Fan wood School, also the Hart* 
ford, but they are a part of the 
history of the education of the deaf, 
an/1 the useful lives they have lived 
owing to that same kindly educa- 
tion.

The telephone is due to Alex- 
ander Graham Beit's interest in 
deafness. To the same interest is 
tine the best contribution we have 
to the relations of inheritance to 
deafness, lie provided a fund 
which enabled Dr. B A. Fay to 
study the family tolalions of' the 
deaf iu the United States more than 
twenty years ago. The researches 
since that time have done little 
more than confirm the data disci, 
ed by Di. Fay. 

In making the study Dr. Fay 
began with a largo amount of data 
collected by Dr. Bell himself The 
investigations related to the results 
of marriage of 1,-1,1 deaf persons 
in the United Slates and Canada. 

Von Troltseh said every third 
person between twenty and fifty 
years of age is more or loss deaf in 
at least one ear. However, in this 
study the term deaf is restricted 10 
those who were so deaf that they 
attended schools for the deaf at 
some time or other prior to the lime 
of the study. 

The study teaches that deafin 
both congenital and acquired, is iu- 
heritable, though the laws of its in- 
heritance are somewhat different 
front those which relate to other 
qualities. This is beeaUeS a person 
may be deaf because of trouble iu 
his center of healing or in his net \ 
of hearing, or in some one of several 
parts of his hearing apparatus. 

Therefore, deafness is not a 
simple quatfty as is the case with 
some others. When a deaf person 
marries he generally marries a deaf 
partner Only twenty per cent of 
the married deaf were married to 
hearing partners. 

Maniages of deaf persons are not 
so productive as marriages of bear- 
ing persons Maniages in which 
both partners are deaf are less pro 
duetive than marriages of the deif 
with heating partners. 

Marriages of the deaf are far 
more likely to result in deaf off- 
spring than ordinary marriagt 
Bight aud sixteenth* per cent of the 
children of marriages ot the deaf 
are deaf. On the other hand, most 
of the children born to such unions 
have good heal ing. 

If the deaf parents are cousins 
the percentage of deaf children will 
be higher. 

In a series of Unity one man 
of deal cousins, forty five pel cent 
of the unions resulted iu some deaf 
children bom were d, 

Rather strangely, tbe marriageof 

deaf to the deaf produced no higher 
percentage of deaf children than 
the maniages of the deaf to hearing 
partners. The children of the oou- 
genitally deaf are far mure liable to 
be deaf than are llto.se of those who 
acquire deafness. 

li seems, however, established 

that acquired deafness can i»e in- 
herited. The possession of deaf 
relatives is n trnstworty indication 
of a liabilty to deaf offspring. If 
both partners have deal relat , 
the liability is increased. Khi,
